BOISE — Magic Volley may harbor more 
resistance than other areas of the state to 
allowing public hospital boards a special 
exemption from the requirements of the 
state's open-meeting law. " 

On Thursday, the Senate voted more than 2 
to 1 in favor of aliowing public hospital boards 
to meet In closed meetings "to consider 
preliminary negotiations involving matters of 
trade or commerce." 

But the five Magic Valley senators were 
divided on the issue, narrowly opposing it, 
three votes to two. ..4 ■ ■ ■ 

And the chairman of a citizens group that Is 
monitoring the affairs of the financially trou- 
bled Gooding County Memorial Hospital says 



he Is opposed to the bill and plans to travel to 
Boise to testify against it during hearings in 
the House. 

"This is allowing another entity to conduct 
business in unopen meetings." says Jim 
Muscat of Gooding, who heads the Citizens 
Committee to Save Our Hospital, which was 
formed In November," following the airing of 
financial and personality problems at the 
Gooding facility.. 

"I don't think they should be allowed that. 
What's next after this, school boards?" 
Muscat asks. 

But Jodl Faulkner, the head of the Gooding 
hospital board, says the proposal, "has good 
sides and bad sides." 

She says a new reimbursement program b> 
the federal government will pit hosplta.' 
against hospital in competition for patients 



And she says hospitals need to~bc able to work 
"without publicity" to survive in thai 
environment. 

She says, however, "I do think the countj 
needs to be Informed — It may help to save the 
hospital." 

-Bill . .Burns,- .the administrator of JVlagic 
Valley Regional' Medical Center, says that as 
a member of the Idaho Hospital Association — 

the bill's sponsoring agency lie-probably- 

lias given the measure "dc facto support." 

"The legislation was asked for by several 
other facilities. We were not .a facility that 
askedfor It, but we'd benefit from it," Burns 
says. . 

Burns says that open meetings can result In 
'a hospital board "tipping Its hand to its 
competition." Such a situation occurred when 



the medical center decided to open Its 
same-day medical center, he says. 

Although the medical center was the first In 
the Twin Falls area to commit resources to 
such a program, other health-care providers 
moved more quickly. They beat MVRMC to 
tho punch and opened their own same-day 
centers first"; Burns says. 

The problems at the Gooding County facility 
_ were mentioned In the Senate debate by Sctl_ 
Wes Trounscn, It-Wendell. He cited question- 
able purchasing practices at that facility as 
reason to defeat the measure. 

"The Gooding County Hospital board and 
the Gooding County commission purchased a 
building In Wendell, for $42,000, In a closed 
meeting," Trounsen sald. "I myself \\ould not 
have paid $10,000 for It," the formcr'Gooding 
County assessor said. 



Last fall. The Times-New;, protested a 
closed meeting <i( tint Goodini; lm>pit;il board. 
At a Nov. ii "special meeting." thr- bylaws or 
the hospital's medical staff were revoked, and 
the hospital's chief of staff was replaced 
without prior notice that such action was 
pending. 

" Presumably, sueli^a - meeting' would "riot' 
qualify under the exemption proposed by the 
hospital association. 

JoInTng^[irTrouhseh""Iiroppo3tTon to Uie 
proposal were Sens. John Peavey, D-Carey, 
and Ulrd Noh, It-Klmbcrly. Noh said his 
opposition did not have to do with the individ- 
ual operations of any hospitals. 

"Public entities already "have some advan- 
tages over private enterprises," he said. "The 
risk Is probably not worth the benefit.

A powerful blizzard stormed into 
the Plains with winds gustlng as high 
as 100 mph Saturday, spreading 
snow from the Texas Panhandle to 

—the— Dakotas— and— halting— travel 
across parts of the Midwest with 
chest-high drifts.— 

Blizzard warnings were posted in 
the southeastern plains of Colorado, 
the Oklahoma Panhandle, south- 
western and north-central Nebraska 
and southwestern Minnesota, and 
many highways were barricaded or 
impassable, - 

"It could well be the strangest 
snowstorm of the winter in the 
Midwest," said Hugh Crowthcr of 
the Severe Storms Forecast Center 
In Kansas City, Mo, "It certainly 
ranks at the top." 
Thousands of stranded travelers 

-packed-motels and truck-slops as lhe_ 
storm swept out of the Rockies, 
where It bad deposited up to 2" feet of 
snow earlier, and pushed toward the 
Great Lakes, fanning up to a foot and 
a half of snow with winds gusting up 
to GO mph across Kansas and 

-Nebraska-inlo-Iowa-and-Minnesota 



Meteorologist Steve Byrd in 
Omaha, Neb., noting that 17 Inches 
of snow already had fallen In parts of 
that state, said, "The bad area Is 
going to be northeast Nebraska to- 
night, where they'll have 20 Inches 
on the ground." 

In southwestern Minnesota, 10 
inches of snow had fallen In some 
areas by Saturday evening, and the 
snow and gusty winds were expected 
to spread across the entire southern 1 
part of the state by morning 

"We're expecting winds gustlng in 
the 30 to 40 mph range and there'll be 
a lot of blowing snow later on to- 
night," Les Coleman, a mete- 
orologist for the weather service In 
Minneapolis, said. By Inte afternoon, 
Luverne in the extreme southwest 
had 10 Inches of snow and zero 
visibility because of strong winds, he 
said. 

In the Texas Panhandle town of

Stratford, the snow was hurled by 
winds gustlng between 75 and 100 
mph. 

Wind gusts of 75 mph also were 
clocked at BolscCity, _Qkla„ .where 
U.S. 287 was closed In both direc- 
tions. Ben Harris, an employee at 
the Shamrock Truck Stop said. "You 
couldn't find a parking spot hen; if 
you wanted to. We're packed, with 
about 300 to 400 truckers." 

At Oberlln in northwestern 
Kansas, police dispatcher Jeanne. 
Pachner said. "There's people 
stranded at the church; at the 
schoolhouse, and I'd imagine all the 



molelsarefilledup." 

In eastern Colorado, where nine 
highways were barricaded. Includ- 
ing Interstate 70 from 35 miles east 
-of -Denver, to- the Kansas border, 
Umon Police Chief Jim Trahern 
said all roads into town were closed 
with drifts of4to5feet. 

"Unless someone went around tho 
roadblocks, the roads are cleared of 
motorists,"hesald. 

In the northeastern Nebraska town 
of Norfolk, where 14 Inches of snow 
had fallen by noon, mail carriers 
couldn't make their appointed 
rounds. 



"People are getting stuck all 
over." said Earl Meislnger, delivery 
and collections supervisor for the 
Norfolk Post Office. "Once they 
would get off on side streets,- there 
would be no way to get them back In 
this heavy, wet snow. " 

With blowing snow making it im- 
possible for drivers to see. Jack 
Billings; dlstrfct superintendent of 
the Nebraska Department of Roads 
in Norfolk, said he might have to pull 
the snowplows off the streets. 

"The roads are Icy "and snow-' 
packed, traffic. ls_down to_onu_lnnc 



with zero visibility," Adams County 
Deputy Sheriff David Bramman said 
In Hastings. "We probably won't 
know the total amount of stranded 
- vehicles until the storm clears, All- 
the vehicles we've found so far have 
been empty." he'added. 

At Grand Island, where 15 Inches 
of snow had fallen, ail 214 rooms at a 
Holiday Inn were filled, said Lisa 
Swanson. a hotel staffer. 
• "They've pulled' Uie plows off the 
road here." she said, adding. "The 
people here have been told that they 
shouldn't travel until tomorrow.". .

Gary Hart of Colorado hoped to 
convince voters he is the only can- 
didate proposing innovative solutions. 

Former Gov. ReuGln Askew of 
Florida continued to call himself "the 

-different Democrat"- and. Goorgc- 
McGovcrn was asking lownns to vote 
for him If they agree with him on the 
Issues, the"" "don't throw away your 
conscience" appeal he made In a 
debate last Saturday.

Hunt, 56, died In a Rome hospital on Wednesday, an 
hour after he was shot by two men who opened fire on 
his car with automatic weapons ns itstopped at a traffic 
light. 

Hunt was director general of the 10-nation force, 
which Includes some 800 Americans. The observer force 
was set up in 1901 to monitor the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty which provided for the return of the Sinai to 
Egypt.

Jordon says embassy torched 

AMMAN,' Jordan (AP) — Jordan said Saturday that 
demonstrators set fire to its embassy in Tripoli, Libya, 
- and that Libyan police watched without trying to stop 
the mob. 

But Libya's account of the demonstration, through Its 
official news agency J ANA, said hundreds of protesters 
set the Jordanian nag on fire in front of the embassy but 
mentioned nothing a'jout the building Itself being set 
aflame. 

J ANA said the demonstrators were protesting talks 
among President Reagan, King Kusscin of Jordan and 
President Hosnl Mubarak of Egypt. 

The Jordanian statement was carried by state-run 
television in Amman. It said the fire spread to the whole 
embassy compound but neither the ambassador nor 
any other embassy employees were hurt. It did not say 
how the mob set the embassy on .fire.

A new Subordination bill drafted by Attorney Gener- 
— al"-Jim _ Jones-is^on-the-right-track-to-solvin{*-water- 
priorities ereated.by. theJdaho-Supreme Court's Swan 
Falls decision. 

That 1982 decision affirmed Idaho Power's rights to a 
minimum stream flow of 8,400 cubic feet per second. 

In maintaining this stream flow, the state is properly 
concerned whether this is the highest and best use of 
the state's water. 

The updated legislation, to be introduced by the 
House' Resources and Conservation Committee, ap- 
pears to strike a proper balance in the competing 
issues of subordination. 

The bill would compensate Idaho Power for its lost 

power-generating ability, providing the courts de- 
" termine that payment is due. 

It also protects the power company from the Idaho 
Public Utilities Commission, which represents the 
interests of customers who potentially face rate 
increases due-to the loss of hydropower. 

The original subordination bill that was tabled last" 
week did not contain a provision for compensation of 
the utility. That meant, ultimately, that electric 
customers would bare the burden of the loss of hydro 

production: — 

If the new bill is accepted, we suggest that com- 
pensation be worked in the form of a lease arrange- 
ment from Idaho Power. 

Those requiring new water upstream from Swan 
Falls would lease rights from the utility, at rates 

— administrated-by-the-PUG^ ; * - 

Simplistically, the rate would fluctuate on an index 
that is formulated on a benchmark value of water for 
power generation. The PUC would determine this 
value, much as it did in determining avoided costs in 
•setting co-generation rates. 

The fact that water is a limited resource creates a 
value in the state's economics. Hydropower as the 
lowest economic use for water is a logical benchmark 
for valuation. ■ * * 

By placing a price on water, economics will de- 
termine its flow to the best use. All in all, the bill would 
set a lasting precedent while protecting the interests of 
_all concerned.—. '- —

This new statement of Journalistic principles, put 
out by the First Amendment Congress, doesn't let 
journalists off the ho ok for t heir mistakes. It

jobs as professionals, we can't expect you to respect 
us. 

The First Amendment Congress consists of many 
Of America's major journalism organizations, 
including the American Ncwspajier Publishers 
Association, the Associated Press Managing 
Editors and the Reporters Committee for Freedom 
of the Press.

Accordingly, I don't believe this scare tactic holds 
much merit. Also, it is believed that most of the 
water used for irrigation along the Snake River 
basin ultimately returns to the Snake River. 
Therefore, the overall effect of water loss Is. not as 
great as Idaho Powerwill have us believe. 

Finally, those whom have had land filings since 
1972, have not been able to develop this land 
because of the Environmental Impact Study, the 
Birds of Prey study, the Idaho Power power 
moratorium and now Ihc spineless act of 18 state 
Senators are furthering the bureaucratic process 
which has tied err iinnds for so Jong. It's Interesting 
to note that a voice vote was taken on the table 
motion, allowing the senators who voted to table It 
to not be known.

George Romney had little chance anyhow in 
the campaign of 19G8, but that chance 
vanished with his lightheartca confession that 
he had been "brnlnwnshcd" oh the matter of 
Vietnam. Jimmy Carter was handling himself 
well inhls loaOd^biwlUinonah^Rea^fiari _ 
- until he got Into daughter Amy's opinions on — 
nuclear war. Earlier In the Carter 
administration, a top presidential aide had 
had a .small but public spat with a young 
woman In a Georgetown bar. Instead of

BOISE — Once again, the Idaho Legislature 
has tried tochanRe Idaho's "prevailing wage" 
law. 

And once again, Gov. John Evans is likely lo 
veto It. 

The Legislature repeatedly has tried to 
amend Idaho's so-called Little Davis-Uacon 
Act, patterned on a federal Jaw of the same 
name. It requires public works contractors to 
pay "prevailing" wape scales on construction 
projects. 

Opponents of the law, mainly Republicans, 
claim it results in inflated wages for union 
-workers oh public buildings. They say the 
unrealistic wages paid construction workers 
can Increase the cost o( public buildngs by a 
third. 

Backers say the law prevents out-of-state 
contractors from coming In and undercutting 
local contractors with cheaper labor. 

The Legislature has voted this year to 
exempt public schools and the state-supported 
colleges and universities, but Evans isn't 
likely to approve It.

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to veto the bill," says Jim Kerns, state 
AFL-CIO president. "Other than that, I 
haven't been In contact with the governor on 
that bill."

The Republican Party is committed to more 

-rearmament than it Is prepared to ask the 
country to pay for. Its Instincts are for an 
active world role Involving costs, human and 
material, that public opinion will not sustain. 
Republicans define justice more in termsof 
equality of opportunity than pr result, yet 
seem uninterested in the complexities of equal 
opportunity and tlie government's 
indispensable role in guaranteeing It. 

There hangs about thc_Democratic Party an 
aura of moraj overreaching. A symptom Is the 
use of words like "decent" and "sane," as in 
"a decent society requires" this or that, and 
"we promise a sane arms-control policy."

was lower than It is now — went up. 

There are. hQwever, a few flaws in 
Reagan's plan to emphasize economic 
improvement.

W^nron drugs shifts f rom runners to kingpins 



WASHINGTON — Despite a 
multimillion-dollar campaign against 
narcotics, the United States was in- 
n undated last year by a lldai wave of 
smuggled cocaine and federal drug 
enforcers are digging in for a long 
battle In the war on drugs. 
. Federal officials concede that Uie 
amount of cocaine reaching Uiis 
_country from Latin America last year_ 
. was substantially higher than in 19S2 
and that the final estimates may 
approach twice as much as the -15 
metric tons to 5-1 metric tons smug- 
gjed in during 1382, 



Aside from cocaine, the war on 
drugs achieved some substantial 
victories during 1383 including a re- 
duction in the supply of heroin and a 
leveling off of the marijuana supply. 
In addition, arrests and convictions 
were up, seizures of heroin and co- 
caine were up. and seizures and 
forfeitures of drug traffickers' money 
and assets were up. 

But the major federal law en- 
forcement thrust is shifting to the 
Reagan administration's lajirug task 
forces — inter-ugency teams 
blanketing the country and aimed at 
die kingpins, financiers and lawyers 
who organize the smuggling and 
launder its profits. 



In the past, breaking up a smuggl- 
ing operation meant seizing the drugs 
and arresting the low-level operatives 
who ferried them. But Uie organizers 
viewed these setbacks "as Just the 
cost of doing business," says Jack_ 
I^'iwn, deputy, administrator of the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion. "When an operation was shut 
down, the traffickers could just take 
the money from (hat operation and 
put it in another one." 

Thu_task_forees only reached full 
stafflast Augustradding'nearlyTOOtr- 
new agents from six agencies and 
nearly 200 new prosecutors to Uie 
battle. Some 5245.5 million has been 
appropriated for them last year and 



this year, and Reagan has asked for 
another $92 million for next year. 

Last month, in Operation Southern 
Comfort, the task forces broke up 
what they called the largest U.S. 
cocaine ring in history. Thirty people 
were indicted in Atlanta for smuggl- 
ing five tons of cocaine since June 
1U82.

Supreme Court to decide interracial child^astudy case

TAMPA. Fla. — It was a chilly 
winter morning, but Linda Sidotl 
Palmore stayed home from work and 
took her 5-year-old daughter, 
Melanic, to the park anyway. 

"I wanted to explain it might be a 
while before she could come back 
home. She was going to be living with 
her father," Mrs. Palmore said. "And 
1 told her, 'No matter what anybody 
says while you're away from me, 
remember, I love you.'" 

That was a year ago. Mrs. Palmore 
has not seen Mclanie since. She has ; 
talked with her Just once, — five 
months ago when Melanic phoned 
from Bryan, Texas. She lives there 
with her father, Anthony Sidotl. who 
- i>» in «l. custody In a tugnl fight focused 
on nice. 

Mrs. Palmare, ;i8, who Is white, 



married a black man 10 years her 
junior after divorcing Sidotl. A stale 
judge in Tampa, expressing concern 
about societal reaction to racially 
mixed marriages, ordered custody 
switched from Uie mother to the 
father. 

The ensuing two-year fight has 
reached Uie U.S. Supreme. Court, 
where the Justices will hear argu- 
ments this Wednesday, Uie first time 
the nation's highest court will consid- 
er how a parent's post-divorce con- 
duct affects child custody. 

The case has attracted attention 
from groups concerned with the rights 
of children, blacks and women. The

TWIN FALLS - Nearly every 
parent Is guilty of the gesture.

Parenting class for parents

TWIN FALLS - Since Clint divorced and gained 
custody of his 9-ycar-otd son, the son's behavior has 
beenoutofcontrol. 

His school work is slipping and he has begun arguing 
any small request with the attitude he "can get away 
with everything," his father says. 

A couple who sit next to Clint at the Tuesday night 
parenting clnsses, offered at no cost by the Twin Falls 
School district, soys their 7-year-old child Is also doing 
poorly In school and has been throwing frequent 
temper-tantrums since the birth ofa baby sister. ■ 

"We didn't know how to deal with It," the 7-year-old's 
father says. 

It is no wonder, says Marlese Tcasley, co-developer 
of the classes, which are designed to teach parents how 
to enjoy and understand their children more. 

"When my children were young, I thought they 
always have everything for the kids, but nothing for the * 
parents," Teosley remembers. "And there were times I 
felt like tearing my hair out. .You need help to be a 
parent." 

Especially now, she adds. The "703 and '80s have been 
especially dilficult decades for parents because of the 
changes In family structures, she says. 

No longer Is the father as likely to be the unquestioned 
leader and disciplinarian of the family. In fact, now 
both parents are likely to split parenting duties because 



both must work to support the family, or -the family 
might only hove oneparent, she explains. 

But while parenting may be becoming more difficult, 
she emphasizes that the parent students In her class. 
"Children the Challenge," and another class for 
parents of teen-agers ore there because they are good 
' parents. 

She says they usually have high expectations of 
themselves as parents and need to leam when the kids 
act up they do not always need to blame themselves.

Blaine school bdard defends school transportation system

~ HAILEY — The Blaine County School Board 
has defended the district's transportation 

- system In writing against accusations of cost, 
safety and discipline problems, but admits 
one student was caught smoking marijuana on 
an activities bus. 

The board's responses were to written 
questions of Ray and Ginny Castle of Gannett, 
who brought the matters up at the Jan.' 24 
school board meeting. 

In Its response, the board says It Is not 
wasting taxpayer money and that it Is meeting 
state safety requirements in the operation of 

-its bus system. 

: Frank Roland, the board's vice chairman, 
said any violations that may occur are not out 
of line with normnl school bus operations and 
there Is no "gross negligence" within the 

transportation system..., 

. -"My Impression Is mat there arc violations, 
but that they are in the normal course of 
events and not of a magnitude for alarm," 
Rowland said.

Rowlund said the Castles have raised Uie 
issues of cost and safety In part because they 
have a bone to pick with the district. He said at 
the beginning of the school year, the district 
changed the bus route in Gannett, and now the 
couple's six children must walk farther to the 
bus stop. 

Superintendent Dick Jones said the route 
change was made to keep the bus from 
stopping on a curve in the highway through 
Gannett, where It picks up 12 or 13 children. 

Ray Castle admits he began hfs Inquiry 
after the route was changed. He said the 
stated reason; for changing. -the. mute -was 
safety and he decided to see If.the drivers of 
the buses were following all safety rules. 

He denies he Is trying to get even with the 
district. He says he Is Just raising legitimate 



questions about safely requirements, 

lie also denies the assertion that be Is 
following the buses to find violations and that 
any tie has seen arc "plum luck.'' 

CaStrc •tried toTaise the questions at the Jan. 
2-1 meeting, but was stopped short when he 
began to question transportation superin- 
tendent, Jim Dorr, about bis drivers' compli- 
ance with safety requirements. 

At that time. Rowland stopped Castle and 
asked him to submit his questions In writing so 
the district could gather the Information to 
answer them. Castle agreed and mailed the 
questions on Jan. 28. He received the re- 
sponses on Feb. 9. 

The board Intended to discuss them at its 
Feb. 14 meeting, but postponed It until March 
13 because illness In Castle's family kept him 
fromaltcnding. * , 

Rowland said he stopped Caslle's question- 
ing at the January meeting to prevent him 
from making -an- unwarranted attack upon- 
Dorr in public. 

Castle submitted 15 questions dealing with 1 
cost, safety and discipline. 

He asked If the board was aware of mari- 



juana being smoked on the southern activity 
bus that carries athletes and oilier studenLs 
home late in the evening. 

The board responded that Uie district re- 
cently caught a student smoking pot on an 
activity bus and had held an expulsion hearing 
because of the incident. 

The matter is resolved, Jones said. He 
added, however, that such a violation is nearly 
Impossible for a driver to know about if the 
marijuana Is being smoked in the back of a 
dark bus with a window down. But, he said, 
Uie incidents are very rare. . 

Castle asked why drivers lake buses home 
at night instead of to the bus bam and if the 
district knew that drivers are taking buses to 
stores and to baby-sitters. He offered his own 
figures for added miles and money lost to the 
district from four drivers who lake the bus 
home, saying the district loses nearly $4,000 a 
year through the practice. 
- The - board response was that" the district 
saves miles and money through the practice. 
Drivers who live near the end of bus routes 
take the buses home instead of driving a long 
distance to the bus bam in the evening. and 



again to the l>eglnning of the route the next 
morning, the board answered. 

It also says buses are safer at a driver's 
home than at the bus barn and that 115 percent 
of Uie trans porta tion costs are reim burse"?] by 
Uie state. 

CasUe asked If the trustees are aware of 
safety violations, specifically buses backing 
onto Highway 75. 

The board's response was there are times 
when the driver has no oUier choice but to 
back onto the highway. If Uiey do. students nre 
either loaded or unloaded before doing so. as 
slate law requires, the response explained. 

All drivers are given -10 hours of training 
session al Uie beginning of the year and also 12 
hours of "refresher" courses during the year, 
the response said. 

Castle asked several other questions about 
policy, cost and safety violations. AlL"Uie 
question. 1 ; were ajHSwered by Jones, Rowland 
and attorney Stratton I^aggls. However, Cas- 
Ue says he is not happy with Uie answers he 
received.

On Friday,- Walter Bush, vice presi- 
dent of the U.S. Amateur Hockey 
Association, said at least five nations 
support- the 'idea of opcning-dlympie 
competition to all athletes, pro- 
fessional or not. 

Samaranch said die proposal had 
not officially been presented to the 
committee.

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Recalling old ways 
is craftsman's secret

TWIN FALLS - Engineering 
studies token In the 1930s now ore. 
being put to use by Sbdby Dukes In 
retirement. 

While living in Kctchum for 14 
years, he had a-friend who owned an 
antique shop, and through him, Dukes 
became interested in old furniture. 
—This led him - to -building furniture -of . 
traditional design. 

But he docs not Just slap pieces of 
wood together and nope they will fit. 
He makes his own blueprints, which 
reflect an expertise In drafting gained 
a half-century ago when he studied 
engineering in Los Angeles. 1 
"I adhere to the principles of the

Thomas Chippendale, George 
Hepplewhlte and Thomas Sheraton,'* 
the Twin Falls man says. 

Another cabinetmaker still familiar 
to lovers of fine furniture, whose 
Empire style Duke emulates, Is 
Duncan Phyfe, whose designs "are 
Just as good today," he says. < 

Without any formal training In 
woodworking. Dukes says he simply 
has '■learned by doing," In addition to 
his reading. 

He has made more than 50 pieces of 
period furniture,- varying from 'a cof- 
fee table .with marble top and; in- 
tricate edging to a tall, square 



material, such ns hardware, from 
New York. 

After moving to Twin Falls in the 
summer of 1982, Dukes was invited by 

' two old friends, Eugene PIppitt and 

• Daryl Ijiyton, whom he describes as 
"both excellent craftsmen," to Join In 
sharing equipment In a small shop 
downtown, "where all sorts of pro- 
jects are Invented and built." 
The location of the shop, which 

..Dukes refers.taas.a^playhouse 1 'll5 a_ 
secret, and there's no phone, as none 
of the men wont to do commercial 
work. The «hop Is comfortably 
furnished and has a TV, so the men 
can relax whenever they like. 

Dukes,' a tall, erect man, retired 
from his grocery-store business in 

' 1972 because his legs gave out. He has

He later worked for the Goodrich 
Tire and Rubber Co., as a supervisor 
of 31 retail stores In the Los Angeles 
area. 

■ In 1940, he Joined the Army. Dukes 
was discharged on Dee, 5. 1941. Two 
days later. Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked and he received a. telegram to 
report back to his unit in Santa Rosa. 
His division was assigned to patrol the 
California-Oregon coast after 
.sightings oil Japanese submarines.

But like many retired hobbyists, he 
docs not sell his creations; he only 
gives them to friends and relatives. 

Dukes prefers to use rosewood, 
black walnut, mahogany or alder, and 
he has to order these woods from 
specialty firms. He gets his finishing 



including Mountain Home, where he 
lived for 10 years, and Flier, where he 
belonged to the Klwonis Club and 
American Legion and sang In the 
Methodist Church choir. 

A native of Missouri*, Dukes says lie 
was born In 1908, but the record of his 
birth wns destroyed when the Benton 
County Courthouse In Warsaw, Mo:, 
burned years ago.

Surviving Cuban"1xrrnioil, ex-agent's glad to be in Jackpot

JACKPOT — Jesus Noriega would 
like to sco his native Cuba free, but as 
long as Fidel Castro remains In 
power, he says he's glad to be In the 
"United States: 

Noriega says he was a former 
employee of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and participated in the Bay of 
Pigs Invasion In April 1961. He still 
thinks ft was unfortunate that Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy "backed 
down," upon the advice of the late 
Adlal Stevenson, Noriega believes. 

"We needed air cover and it never 
came," he says. 

An Intense, articulate man, Noriega 
minces no words about the communist 



danger he believes Castro's alliance 
with the Soviet Union poses. The 
Soviet Union is spending 52 million a 
day to support Cuba, he says. 

The biggest mistake the United 
Slates ever made, he believes, "wus 
not electing Goldwntcr president.^* 



Educated In the United States prior 
to his years as a political activist, 
which he says Included spending 18 
months In a Cuban prison, Noriega 
has worked as a waiter at the 
Horseshu Club in Jackpot since last 
July. 

Although trained In accounting, 
which he still practices as n sideline, 
Noriega says ho worked In many 
prestigious restaurants In Florida and 
Las Vegas before coming to Jackpot, 



where he can Indulge his interest In 
hunting and fishing. 

He was born March 17, 1928, In 
Cuba. After studyfng at the. University 
of Havana, he came to the United 
States In 1948 to attend Florida 

JSoulhcriUJnlyersJty. 

'"" After returning home in- 1951, Tic - 
was in Uio savings and loan business 
until 1959, when all such businesses 
were taken over by the government, 
after Castro seized power on Dec. 31, 
1958. 

Noriega says that Castro was study- 
ing law ot the same time he was 
taking accounting at the University of 
Havana. 

"He's Intelligent but dangerous," 
he says of his fellow countryman. 
As a member of the Christian Dem- 



ocrat Party, Noriega wrote articles In 
Cuban newspapers — "while Castro 
was still up in the mountains" — 
pointing out that no good would come 
from a civil war between between 
Batista, the dictator Castro 

overthrew, and the guerrillas... 

"l-wns-soon-ln -trouble- wlth-botli- 
sldes." he says, grinning. 

After losing his business, Norlcgn 
went Into political exile In Florida, 
where he worked as an assistant 
comptroller in a Miami Beach hotel. 

There, he says, he Joined the CIA 
and was in charge of infiltration. 

As a member of the 2506 Brigade, 
Noriega was Involved with ammuni- 
tion supplies" during the Bay of Pigs 
mission, and he says he was one of the 
283 men captured and Jailed as a 



result of the five-duy aborted In- 
vasion.- 

"We remained In Jail until Dec. 24, 
1902, when (President) Kennedy paid 
5C2 million In food and medications In 
exchange for the prisoners," Noriega ■■ 
says.

Eleanor Roosevelt, who went to Cuba 
to negotiate with Castro about the fate 
of the prisons', as the reason they were 
not mistreated. 

Noriega says that while he is not a 
U.S. citizen, he has no fear of being 
deported, since he is here under the 
political-asylum provisions of the 
Geneva Convention. 

After coming back to the United 
States for the third time, Noriega says 
he soon realized he could corn more 



money as a waiter than trying b> 
re-establish himself In accounting, 
work.

Green Giant saves money 



by being energy conscious^

BUHL — No longer do millions of gallons of hoi water 
swirl down the drain at the Green Giant Co. canning 
plant in Buhl. 

Now, the water helps reheat the next botch of sweet 
corn to be cooked. 

Nor do the huge rotary cookers leak heat as they once 
did. 

The cookers and, for that matter, the factory itself 
now are sheathed with thick insulation. 
Green Giant has become cnergy-conscloas du r ing the 



past few years, and Its savings already have trimmed 
the plant's $650,000 annual energy bill significantly. 

"We found out that for every dollar we put in, we can 
save about 30 cents (a year) In energy costs." says 
Darrel McRoberts. the manager of the 
200,000-square-foot plant. 

The factory's record has Impressed even pro- 
fessionals In the field. Last week, Uie Mogul Corp., an 
Ohio-based company that specializes In boiler systems, 
gave Green Giant at Buhl an award for energy 
conservation. 

During full production, the factory Is saving 51,370 a 
day worth of steam energy alone. Mogul experts have 
estimated. For the normal 50-day canning season, the 
savings come to more than 157,000. Mogul installed 



some of the recycling equipment. 

But Green Giant also has tightened up the factory to 
prevent other energy losses that affect Its natural gas 
bill for heat, McRoberts says. 

In 1082, it covered the exterior or the factory with six 
inches or insulation and new siding to hold in heat. The 
% 34-year-old plant previously had large expanses of 
wlnntows, thin metal siding and no insulation, 
McRoberts says. 

Plant officials also found they could cut electrical use 
by installing controllers to regulate motors in life plant. 

*'If everything goes well, we are going to install some 
boiler economizers this year," Mclloberis says. The

going on it until about 1080, when Plllsbury Co. look us 
over," McRolwrts says. 

Then, money [or capital expenses, such as Ihe 
recycling systems, became more available. 

From 1381 to present, McRoberts estimates that 
Green Giant at Buhl has invested as much as $250,000 in 
energy-saving improvements. The investment is com- 
ing back in large doses during the annual canning 
season and in smaller doses throughout the rest or the 
year, he says.

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U.S. blacklists Latin American meat

WASHINGTON '- The Agriculture 
- — Department Jiaa- banned further meat 
imports from six Latin American 
countries because their Inspection 
systems Tall 'to match U.S. standards, 
Including weak or non-existent pro- 
cedures for detecting illegal residues 
of DDT, PCB and other toxic chemi- 
cals. 



Officials said the ban will apply, 
effective Immediately, to meat fm-- 
portcd from the Dominican 'Republic, 
El Salvador, Haiti, Mexico, 
-Nicaragua and Panama. Less than 5 
percent of U.S. meat Imports comes 
from those countries. 

Federal law requires the meat In- 
spection program of a foreign country 
to be "at least equal" to U.S. stan- 
dards before It can ship meat to the 
United States. 



Milk record for '83 



BOISE (AP) — Although con- 
sumption continues to lag, Idaho 
milk production hit a record 2.3 
billion pound*; last year and opened 
198-1 ahead , of even that pace, 
according to the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

But while production last year 
was 2 percent higher than 1382's 
output of Just over 2.25 billion 
-pounds, it trailed the percentage 
increase posted across ' the 
country. Nationally, milk produc- 
tion rose 3 percent to another 
record of 140 billion pounds. 

Crop Reporting Service analysts 
said (he increase was due to higher . 
productln per cow since the year- 



long average size of the state's 
dairy herd remained stable at 
174,ooohcnd. — 

The analysts said January pro- 
duction by Idaho dairymen at 178 
million pounds ran 1 percent 
higher than a year earlier even 
though the .average number of 
cows In the state herd was ,1,000 
lower than In January IMJ. 

Output per cow was up 2 percent 
last month -to offset the herd re- 
duction and account for the higher 
output. 

Nationally, Janaury milk pro- 
duction remained stable at 11.5 
billion pounds when compared to a 
year earlier. 



Although the banned Imports arc 
not large in- relation "to U.S.'Ttnrat" 
supplies, they are economically Im- 
portant to some of the poorer nations 
of tlm Caribbean Basin, a region the 
Itcajpin administration has vowed to 
help. 

Last summer the department an- 
nounced a crackdown on 23 countries 
that ship meat to the United States, 
saying their Inspection systems did 
not meet U.S. standards. 

As recently as Dec. 27, the de- 
partment said H of those countries 
hud not compiled and would be barred 
from shipping meat to, U.S. markets 
as of Jan. I. Most of the 14 hurriedly 
brought their Inspection systems into 
line, leaving only the six Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 

The department's ban was alls- 
closed this past week in' the Federal 
Register, the government's official 
publication for legal notices and 
rulemaking. No regular public an- 
nouncement was Issued. 

Donald L. Houston, administrator 
of the department's Food Safety and 
Inspection Service, said the agency 



"has no health concerns about meat 
productK-prcvlously-tmported"-from- 
the six countries because products are 
checked when they- enter the Unftcd 
States "to assure that they are safe, 
wholesome and accurately labeled." 

In his official notice, Houston said 
that when the six countries correct 
their inspection deficiencies and fully 
comply with U.S. standards, they can 
be restored to the approved list of 
foreign suppliers.

~ NEW YORK — A chill, wicked wind 
rushed down Broadway, puffing at the 
coiffed white hair of an elderly troupe 
of ladles who sat, tweed shoulder to 
tweed shoulder, on the bench. 

"The only thing that bothers me 
about winter," said one of them, 
Dorothy, "is Llie snow and Ice. on the 
ground." 

. Snow and Ice make It harder to get 
to her bench, which sits on a traffic 
Island about 20 feet wide and one 
block long in the middle of„Broadwoy. 
As they sit on the bench, insulated 
from the storefronts by four lanes of 
bone-rattling traffic, the world passes 
them by. 

But Dorothy and her friends don't' 

■ mind. The bench Is their antidote for

They savor their 
friends and fnmily. Most of them are 
" long-time residents of this Manhattan 
neighborhood who now share their 
stately old 13-story apartment build- 
ings with young newcomers.

benches. 

Dorothy and her friends gather at 
90th Street regularly until winter's 
bluster turns bitter. Then they retreat 
to their apartments, where they look 
down on Broadway from their win- 
dows. 

They were on their bench recently, 
sitting in a row, hats neatly in place, 
arms looped through the straps of 
their handbags. City life has taught 
them about safety. And they shy away 
from the parks — hotbeds of crime, 
they say. 

Out on the bleak traffic Island, the 
ladles 'of the bench fade Into the 
scenery. They like that just fine. 

And they don't give their last names 
to strangers. 
"You don't need that, young man," 
. Dorothy said, scolding. 
- For most of four decades, Dorothy 
was part of the bustle of Broadway.

It was commissioned for an atrium 
at Playboy's hotel and casino complex 
In Atlantic City, N.J., in 1981, but 
problems with Its positioning ul- 
timately led to Its removal; According 
to Fisher, it has since been donated by 
the casino to the Atlantic City Histor- 
ical Commission. 

While- some-artists- frown -ot-what- 

Uiey consider Uie rigidity of modem 
technology, Fisher believes an artist 
can use high-tech to enhance the 
creative process. 

Assailing Uie use of technology for 
technology's 3akc, Fisher terms his 
method "a rejection of Uie tyranny of 
technology and a celebration of the 
freedom it can offer." 

For his latest project. Fisher sub- 
jects plexiglass tubes to the heat of a 
blowtorch, then carves Uie crazlly 
swollen tubes with a table-saw to 
create orchld-Iike petals. 

"You often see plexiglass used for 
storm windows," the curly-haired 
sculptor said. "But what I'm doing 
here Is asking artists' questions of 
technology." 

Fisher Is making 400 artificial 
orchids under a $50,000 commission 
from the soon-lo-be-cpmplelcd Har- 
rah's Boardwalk Hotel and Casino at 
Trump Plaza in Atlantic City. 

The orchids will be set into lighted 
transparent tubes to serve as the focal 
point of a lavish gourmet restaurant 
in the casino, which Is aiming for an 
opening this spring.

He also earned a master's degree In 
industrial design, before embarking 
on n sculpturing career here among 
central Pennsylvania's rolling 
Allegheny Mountains. 

Fisher says he typically calls on 
computers for large projects "in 
which the scale of the work and its 
integration into the architecture are 
complex." 

In -his "Galaxy" sculpture, for 
example, Uie artist used a Perm State 
University computer to "preview" 
what the massive hanging sculpture 
might look like from different angles 
before the sculpture — or even the 
building .lt occupies — was con- , 
structcd. 

The computer was an Invaluable' 
time-saver, Fisher said, because he 
kept changing his design for the work. ■ 
His goal was to give thV sculpture the— 
feel of a real galaxy, with brass tubes 
suspended from silver cable forming 
the familiar spiral pattern.

— LJoyd'3-3pokcsman-Stnniey^*Johll" 
says profits are up, record numbers of 
wealthy Investors are willing to back 
underwriters In the market, and 
Lloyd's Is adopting new regulations to 
polish up Its scandal-tarnished name. 

"The success of Lloyd's rests on the 
flexibility afforded by Its free market 
^ystem,!?-hesaId-ln-anJntervlew.-^It— 
relies on personal integrity of mem- 
bers rather than on rules of behavior 
that would slow the market down or 
inhibit the taking of new risks." 

Theoretically, any risk Is Insurable. 
"There are no bad risks, only bad 
ratos..We'il Insure virtually anything 
where monetary risk Is Involved, 
barring, for example, a woman's 
virtue or a gambler's luck," he said, 

Lloyd's consists of about 250 
brokers who present clients' requests 
for Insurance to one or more of 417 
underwriting syndicates. The under- 
writers propose a premium they will 
take to assume liability and if the 
client accepts it, a policy Is born. 

The market pioneered automobile 
and airplane insurance, and has in- 
sured space satellites since 1965, when . 



the risk came o'n the market wlth-the 
first Intelsat Early - Bird orbltcr, 
Ercmlums for satellites range from 5 
to 15 percent of the amount Insured, 
John said. 
' On the recent U.S. space shuttle 
mission, Lloyd's was responsible for 
insuring Western Union's Westar VI 
for $37 million and the Indonesian 
government's Palapa B2 for (35 
million — about a third of their total 
values, John said.

$2,000 a day. 

Betty Grable's legs were insured for 
$1 million, Soccer star Pele had his 
knees insured, tennis player. Bjorn 
Borghls arm. singer Frank Sinatra 
his voice, and American starlet 
"Chesty" Morgan her bust. 

Pieces of anatomy arc not 
themselves insured because "the 
knee bone's connected to the thigh 
bone," John said. "We insure against 
loss of income due to disablement that 
might ruin a performer's talent and 
his livelihood." 

Specialty policies represent only a 
fraction of Lloyd's income. The ma- 
jority comes from policies against 
shipping losses, general liability arid 
property damage, he said.

NEW HARMONY, ind. <AP) - 
Once the home of perhaps the best- 
known of the nation's 19th century 
Utopian societies, little New Harmony 
is looking for government help in 
hopes of surviving the 20th century. 
- . The Wabash If iver, which runs just 
I,G00 feet west of the town, is creeping 
' closer every day because of erosion. If 
unchecked, die river will almost cer- 
tainly crumble the town foundations. 

Using old maps, state geologist 
Robert Shaver found that from 1806 to 
1978, the meandering Wabash, which 
forms the border of southern Indiana 
and Illinois, advanced on the town by 
■ an average of 50 feet a year. 

From 1978. to 1382, however, the 
river has moved an average of 138 feet 
a year. For each of die past two years, 
he said, the Wabash moved almost 200 
feet closer. 

"It's picking up speed," Shaver 
said. "If erosion continues at Its 
present rate, there will be water In the 
village within 10 years." 

To prevent the town of about 1,000 
people from washing into the Gulf pi 
Mexico, the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has recommended a S2.1 
million erosion control plan that 
would dump 162,000 tons of rock along 
more than a mile of rlverbend. 

The town board has endorsed die 
Corps' Idea and is now looking for 



financial support. The town's annual 
budget Is $189,000. 

Donald Hatfield, the town board 
president, said the town had received 
pledges of support from the area's 
congressional delegation. Both Indi- 
ana Gov. Robert Orr and Illinois Gov. 
James Thompson asked for the Corps 
of Engineers study. Orr has said 
Indiana will pay for part of any 
erosion control project. 

Hatfield said town officials wlii • 
draft a formal request for state and 
. federal money for the Corps plan if no 
objections come from Orr's office, 
which Is still considering the proposal. 

"I woujd expect Governor Orr to be 
very responsive," he said. 

New Harmony preserves the mem- 
ory and buildings of two Utopian 
societies formed there in the early 
1800s when Intellectuals and religious 
groups . disillusioned with conven- 
tional society were setting up "ideal" 
communities across the country. 

Polygamy was a popular option at 
the time, but the first colony 
established at New Harmony .In 1814 
by George Rapp was comprised of 
upright German Lutherans known as 
Harmonists who practiced celibacy 
and believed the end of the world was 
near.

"L can understand that because 1 
think the medical profession .Is In- 
credibly male-dominated — relations 
between doctors and nurses was that 
of the master, handmaiden." 

In his working day, he added, "you 
can sec more clearly how some men 
treat women, and I'm horrified by It." 

Now that men have broken the legal 
sex barriers, the ir biggest challenge, 
continues to be their ncccptnUiirty to 
women patients, said Ruth Ashtan of 
the Royal College of Midwives. which 
in the beginning strongly opposed 



male midwives. 

"I have reservations thai mothers 
might face pressure in saying they 
don't want male midwives," Ms-.

Ceramic tile - one or the few things of great 
beauty that small children and determined does 
cannot destroy — Is finally coming out of the water 
closet. 

More and more designers are taking tile beyond 
the kitchen and bathroom Into living rooms 
entrance halls, dining rooms, patios and even 
bedrooms because they've found — fn the world of 
building materials — that nothing else Is as durable 
and easy to take care of while still offering so many 
possibilities In color, texture and design. 

Tile Is being used today for floors, wallcoverings 
countertops and built-in furniture. 

Ceramic tile Is a mixture of clays, shaped and 
fired at temperatures as high as 2,250 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Glazed ceramic tiles are taken one step 
further and receive a coating that hardens In the 
f frlng to a glass-like finish. 
Until Just a few years ago, glazed tiles were o nly 



used on walls, since they were not durable enough to" 
stand up to floor use. Improved production tech- 
niques have changed that and even some hand- 
painted tiles can be made strong enough for use on 
the floor. 



ODfi_of_ the _ greatest advantages- ol-tUc-ts- its— 

flexibility, according to Juan Montoya, a New 
York-based designer and board member of the 
American Society of Interior Designers, who gavo a , 
talk on Italian tile recently for the local chapter of_- 
ASID. 

"There Is great variety within the material," he 
said. 

"Tiles in any environment can add warmth, 
express Important architectural features and 
create scale," he added. They can also highlight 
fixtures, create curves and other shapes "and best, 
can beautifully work with other materials." 

In the kitchen, for Instance, contrasting areas of 
tile can be used to define work areas. In hallways It 
can be used to subtly direct traffic. It can delineate 
the perimeters of .a room to visually separate It 
from another area. 

In each case, the design of the tlle3__ 
arranged to follow the architecture of the space. 

All types of geometric patterns can be created 
-from-dlfferent-coiorer pal term and -sires of ( " 
some cases these patterns can be used to visually 
correct a problem. 

In a long, thin room, for Instance, horizontal 
stripes of tile can be used to make the room seem 
shorter. 



— "In-a-Iarge entry-fover^'^id-Michael-Storms; - 
"we've done a mosaic using fairly large tiles which 
ended up looking like an oriental carpet by utilizing 
very florid patterns in sections and then smaller . 
format tiles to form a border." 

. "I have used tile In order to divide spaces, In 
order to create o focal point where you have a 
center from which you go to other areas," Montoya 
said, "A focal point gives a sense of direction. This 
goes back to the old traditional design ol homes In 
Europe where the Idea of a patio became the 
center." 

Hand-paLnled tiles can be used to create murals In 
a living room or serve as accents fn a kitchen 
counter. 

• Colored grouting provides contrast to bring out 
the shape of solid color tiles. Tiles can also be 
Incorporated with wood, plastic or metal strips to 
vary the look. 
TUe does have disadvantages. It's a cold material 
ad raUier-roisy but- both of these defects can be 
alleviated by combining tile with carpel or area 
nigs. 

Tile Is an unforgiving surface; glasses break and 
feet get tired more easily than they would on softer 
materials. <
